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Hereas it hath beenordered by Act of Parliament,char all 

imporent pcrlons, ſhould repaire to the places where they were borne, or | 
where they were molt conuerlant by the ſpace of three yeeres,and thereto 
be maintained: And likewiſe thatall other perſons wandringabout as 
gars,and being whole and ſtronginbody andable ro work,hauing no 


or other mcanes to get their liuing , ſhould be taken as Rogues and 
bonds : And if any impotent perſon being prouided for, within the Path 
Al where he was borne, or had beene a by the ſpaceaforcl; 
without licence wander abroad our of the ſame, hee thall be whipped and 
returned againeto his Pariſh: and if he ſhall cfrſoones offend, then to bee 
puniſhed as a Rogue. And for that allo in this time of ent, | 
hath beene taken by acolleftion of certaine ſummes of money, that all ſuch as were found inandabour 
Citic of London, hauing beene maymed and ſore hurt in her Maicſtics ſeruice, ſhould haue a convenient 
reliefe in money to repaire rothe Counties wherethey were borne with Paſports for that purpoſe, (whict 
h beene accordingly performed) and there to bemaintained with m_ ortions of mony fo 
oftwentie weekes ; beforethe end whereof it is prouided by an Act of Parliament madeinthis late 0 
that ſuch maimed (ouldiers areto haue a continuall weekly payment in theplaces ofthe Counties where they 
wereborne. For this purpole therefore all ofticers ro whom the execution of theſe Statutes do ic 
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in the citic of London, in Weltminſtcrand in all other places within three miles of rhe citie, ſhall forth 
cauſe inquiſition to be made ofall kind of perſons wandering vp and downeas 5, and beingagedand | 


potent to compell them to depart and repayreto the places where they were borne, or were moſt conuer-;

ant by the ſpace of three yeres palt; with conuenient Paſports there tobe maintained according to the lawes, |

to forbeare from their further begging in any other place: and ſuch others as wander abroad as be; | 
being ablero worke,and hauing no lawtull meanes whereby to liue, to betakenand puniſhed as Rogues, | 
according ro the lawes in that behalfe prouided. And furrher, to ſuffer no fouldicrthar pretendethtohaue: 
beene hurrand maimed in her Maicltics feruice, to whomrelicfe hath beene giuenas aforclaid, or any other 
retending himſelfe ro hauc beene a ouldier, and nor thought worthy to be parraker of the late relicfegiuen, 
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to continue necre or about the citic of London, or Weltminſter, the Burrough of Southwarke , or in any. 
place within chree miles of cither of the Ciries or,Burrough,, but to be compelled likewiſe to depare to the! 
Countics where they were borne, there to receiue conuenient maintenance. And theſe Ordinances con-| 
formable to the lawes of the Realme, the Lord Maior of the citic of London; and all other Officers to! 
whom it may belong within the limits aforelayd , are to ſee ducly and ſpeedily executed, and the offenders 
puniſhed as they will anſwere to the contrary ar their perils. ts 
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
